A  Year  To  Remember 


The  undefeated  1980  Millsaps  Majors  football  team  was  a  great  one.  It  was  a  team  that  was  easy  to 
work  with  and  had  a  burning  desire  to  win  and  with  that  attitude,  it  did  so.  It  was  a  team  that  had  two 
great  football  players  at  all  twenty-two  positions.  This  was  a  first  at  Millsaps  in  the  seventeen  years 
Coach  Ranager  and  myself  have  coached  here.  It  allowed  us  the  luxury  of  alternating  players  at  each 
position  without  the  fear  of  hurting  ourselves. 

Millsaps  College  has  been  playing  intercollegiate  football  for  si.xty-one  years  and  the  undefeated 
season  was  the  first  in  the  history  of  the  school.  As  a  coach,  it  was  also  my  first  although  my  teams  have 
come  \\  ithin  one  point  of  having  an  undefeated  season  on  three  different  occasions. 

The  Majors  of  1980  were  a  record  setting  team  in  many  respects.  With  approximately  220  Division 
III  teams  playing  intercollegiate  football,  Millsaps  led  the  entire  nation  in  Scoring  Defense  by  allowing 
opponents  a  total  of  31  points  for  the  entire  season.  The  team  finished  second  nationally  in  Rushing 
Offense  with  a  290.2  yard  average  per  game;  second  in  Scoring  Offense  with  an  average  of  38.9  points 
average  per  game;  second  in  Total  Defense  with  an  average  of  137.2  yards  per  game  by  opponents;  and 
second  in  Rushing  Defense  with  43.3  yards  per  game  average.  This  is  truly  a  remarkable  achievement 
because  very  few  teams  even  rank  in  one  category  in  national  statistics. 

This  team  had  a  lot  of  PRIDE.  It  worked  hard  for  what  it  achieved  and  I  personally  am  proud  to  be  a 
part  of  this  great  football  team.
